CCU  has  created  a  unique  program  geared  for  working 

adults  who  want  to  earn  a  bachelor's  degree.  The  MHR 

(management  in  human  resources)  program  allows 

students  who  have  approximately  two  years  of  college 

credit  to  enroll  in  the  one-year  program.  Students  attend 

class  one  night  a  week  for  four  hours.  Courses  are 

arranged  in  five-week  segments,  and  include  such  classes 

as  Group  and  Organizational  Behavior,  Effective 

Interpersonal  Relations,  Leadership  and  Supervision, 

Personal  and  Social  Ethics,  and  Statistics  in  Research. 

The  program  allows  working  adults  to  continue  their 

education  without  sacrificing  their  jobs,  in  turn  giving 

them  greater  opportunities  in  their  careers.

50,  WHAT'S  AN  M.A.B.C.? 


CCU  boasts  a  graduate  program 
that  lures  people  from  all  over  the 
country  (and  outside  of  the  country 
as  well).  The  M.A.B.C.,  or  Master  of 
Arts  in  Biblical  Counseling 
program,  accepts  54  students  each 
year  for  the  ten-month  intensive 
masters  program.  This  year, 
students  from  19  different  states,  as 
well  as  an  Australian,  a  South 
African,  and  several  Canadians, 
came  to  Colorado  to  study  under  the 
program  headed  by  Dr.  Larry  Crabb, 
Dr.  Dan  Allendar,  and  Dr.  Tom 
Varney.  They  also  took  biblical 
studies  classes  taught  by  Frank 
Ames  and  Liam  Atchison.  The 
thrust  of  the  program  is  to  train 
Christians  to  better  minister  to 
others,  not  specifically  to  become 
licensed  counselors  (although  many 
do  choose  counseling  as  a 
profession).  The  curriculum  includes 
biblical  studies  and  counseling 
classes,  a  multitude  of  projects, 
reading,  papers,  and  research, 
experience  in  both  one-on-one  and 
group  counseling,  and  personal 
counseling  with  a  program  intern. 
Students  focus  less  on  skills  and 
more  on  personal  growth  in 
holiness  and  learning  how  to  love 
others  well.  Along  with  personal 
growth,  however,  students  must 
master  the  basics  of  the  counseling 
theory  as  taught  under  the  I. B.C. 
model,  as  well  as  becoming  familiar 
with  some  current  and  historical 
theories  of  counseling  and 
psychopathology.
